I'ost  all  Letters  and  Newspapers,  ^zc,  as  early  us  practicable, 
especially  when  sent  in  large  numbers. 

When  a  number  of  Xev/spapcrs  are  addressed  to  the  same 
office,  put  them  up  in  one  parcel. 

W  hen  a  number  of  circulars  are  posted,  tie  them  up  in  a 
bundle,  with  the  addresses  idl^in  one  direction. 

Address  letters,  papers,  6:.,  in  a  legible  and  complete  man- 
ner, alwaj's  giving  the  name  of  the  Post  Office  ;  and  if  there  be 
more  than  one  Pi^st  Oilice  of  that  name,  the  name  of  the  district 
in  which  situated.  In  case  of  letters  going  al)road,  the  name  of 
the  country,  as  well  as  of  the  tovi^n  and  city,  should  be  given  in 
full.  Letters,  for  example,  intended  for  London,  I'^ngland,  if 
simply  addressed  "  London"  would  be  forwarded  to  London, 
Canada  West,  and  tlius  be  delayed. 

Letters,  Papers,  or  Parcels  for  Outportsslioiild  have  the  name 
of  the  District,  the  Post  or  Way  CMice,  distinctly  written  as  part 
of  the  address.  For  instance,  Letters  for  Lonne  Hay,  French 
Shore,  are  sometimes  sent  to  i{oni;e  Pay,  Fortune  Lay  District, 
being  simply  directed  JJonneiJay—tliere  are  several  sottlemonts 
named  Broad  Cove,  Little  Bay,  JOng'isii  Harbor,  Blackhead, 
Balline,  Caplin  Cove,  Deer  Island,  Flat  Islands,  Fortune,  Fox 
Cove,  Fresliwater,  Island  Cove,  Long  Harbor,  Burgeo,  New  Har- 
bor, Salmon  CJove,  Seal- Cove,  Ship  Cove,  and  unless  properly 
directed,  are  liable  to  q:o  to  wrong  office  for  delivery.  The  loss 
and  inconvenience  arising  from  imperfect  directions,  U  caused 
by  the  carelessness  of  the  sender,  and  no  blame  can  attach  to 
the  Post  Office— other  ])laces  besitle  those  namerl,  have  settle- 
ments with  corresponding  appclLitiou,  hence  tiie  necessity  of 
being  particular  in  addressing  all  letters,  &c. 

See  that  every  letter,  newspaper,  or  other  packet  sent  by 
i)ost,  is  securely  folded  uuJ  scaled.    Every  such  packet  has  to 
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!)(>  sevoral  times  luinillcU  ;  ;iih1  cvimi  wIicu  in  llie  mail  l.ii/j^,  i.s

Sneh  a  ])ra('tice  is  attended  with  much  in- 
convenienee.  <nid  frecpiently  with  serious  injury,  in  eoiisequeneo 
of  the  nndtin*?  of  the  wax,  and  the  adhesion  of  the  letters  to 
each  other.  Jn  all  si;ch  eases  use  \7afers  or  gnm  and  adviso 
your  correspondents  in  the  <'Oiiritry  referred  to.  to  do  tiie  same. 

X'(»ver  send  money  or  other  articles  of  tuIiip  throi:2;h  the  Post 
Oflice,  except  either  by  means  of  a  money  order,  or  in  a  regis- 
tered letter.  "  -\ny  person  who  sends  money  or  jewellery  in  an 
nnrOfjfistered  lett(M',  not  only  runs  the  risk  of  losinj/  his  projierty, 
but  exposes  to  temptation  every  otie  throujjrli  wlio.-<e  hands  his 
letter  pa.sses,  and  may  be  the  means  of  idti.'nutely  bringing 
.some  cleric  or  letter  (\irrier  to  mural  ruin."  (,'arefully  secure 
every  letter  or  j)acket  containiitf.;  money  or  value,  first  with  gum 
and  al'terwai'ds  with  cood  sealing  wax,  on  which  mark  the  clear 
inlpres^;ion  of  t'le  seal.
